It bears a white aun in 
2 blue sky over a yellow ground. , 


2. One village of the Haun Te digtrict of Kwangtung has no Communist troops 
or vateran political workers to carry out Comaunist plans, only a young 
man native to the village who joined the Commmiat guerrillas early’ in their 
resistance to the Nationalistc. His instructions are ignored and he ainself 
obeys the counsels of the village elders. 
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
